Candidates for office in the City of At- 
lanta paid $12,100 as entry fees in the Sep- 
tember election in the city’s new wards.

A Cease-Fire Line 


Doesn’t Mean a Truce 


Agreement on a 30-day cease-fire line 
in Korea does not mean that a truce in the 
war has been reached. It offers the first 
hope, however, that the Reds may be willing 
to reach agreement on other items looking 
toward a full armistice. It does mean that 
for 30 days the bloody fighting will be eased. 

If no armistice agreement is reached by 
Dec. 28, the full-scale war will be resumed. 
Even an armistice will not bring solution to 
the dangers in the Korean situation immedi- 
ately. An armistice will give the UN and 
Communist negotiators an opportunity to at- 
tack the bigger problems, however, and the 
job of actually settling the Korean War may 
require many months. 

Should an armistice not be reached, we 
may expect an expansion of our war effort 
in Korea. There is still a possibility that the 
Reds are stalling for time, avoiding fighting 
in the bitter winter weather while building 
up their air strength and supplies for an all- 
out assault next year. General Ridgway will 
have anticipated this eventuality. 

Genera! Vandenberg has hinted that the 
Communist air buildup may make it neces- 
sary to extend the air war beyond the Yalu. 
This. no doubt, will involve us more deeply 
in the Chinese affair, possibly an all-out 
declared war, should the truce efforts fail. 

Those who blame the UN for not already 
extending the air war beyond the Yalu are 
forgetting the reasons why MacArthur was 
restrained on this point. Regardless of claims 
by MacArthur and others, there was no cer- 
tainty that such action would not explode 
into World War III, a possibility greatly 
feared by an ill-prepared West. As long as 
there appeared a chance for a truce, our 
leaders decided this to be the wiser course. 

In the meantime, we have fought a costly 
and bloody conflict which seems futile to 
many. However, we are immeasurably 
stronger than we were a year ago. Our al- 
lies are becoming stronger every day. We 
have bought time to gird for the bigger war, 
should it come. We are much better pre- 
pared for that war now and should the truce 
negotiations fail, we may expect it. Should 
the talks fail, we may indeed be in: World 
War III. 

All wars are fought, in a measure, for 
political objectives. We must continue to 
negotiate as long as possible to attain those 
objectives without precipitating World War 
III. In the. meantime, we must continue to 
build our forces and those of our allies to 
meet any onslaught. War may be inevitable. 
Only the Kremlin knows the answer to that. 
History would not forgive us, however, if 
we began it ourselves without exhausting 
every possibility of peaceful settlement. 

We can hope for peace, but we must pre- 
pare for war. The costly stalemate in Korea 
will not be tolerated by the American people 
for still another year, that’s for sure. Now 
that we are becoming strong enough to take 
greater risks, we do not believe that it will 
be. Let the Red Chinese and the Soviet 
Union remember that.

Trained to Act 


Before Firemen Come 


Should a blaze break out in the City Hos- 
pital at Columbus, nurses there know what to 
- do until the firemen come. That is because 
_ they learn to be firefighters and rescue work- 
’ ers in a compulsory training course taught by 
members of the Columbus Fire Department. 

The student nurses are instructed in 
every phase of fire-fighting and safety tech- 
* nique, both in theory and practice. They 

learn the use of fire extinguishers, how and 
when to close windows and doors to prevent 
the spread of smoke, gas and fire from one

The Big Test Shapes 


For Controls Program 


Philip Murray, CIO head, will challenge 
the government’s present wage formula to- 
day when he opens contract negotiations 
with the United States Steel’ Corp. in a move 
affecting 1.000,000 CIO steelworkers. 

Should he be successful, the entire wage- 
price controls formula will be endangered. 
It will open the way for another spiral up- 
ward of the destructive inflationary forces 
already at work. 

Benjamin F. Fairless, head of U. S. Steel. 
has indicated that another increase in steel 
prices will follow a wage 
raise. This will be passed 
on to the defense program, 
to the thousand and one 
other items which use 
steel, and ultimately to 
the consumer—in the case 
of defense items, the Unit- 
ed States Government; in 
any case, to all of us. 

The move calls for an- 
other look at our controls 
program, which Bernard 
Baruch, one of our most able men, has 
termed unworkable. In fact, he has said that 
inflation ‘‘remains this country’s number one 
enemy and unless halted will destroy the 
taxpavers.” 

What does a wage increase mean if it is 
consumed by another hike in the cost of liv- 
ing? What does a wage increase remedy if 
it adds to the continued spiral of defense 
costs which in turn will be reflected in 
higher taxes? Interest on the growing na- 
tional debt already consumes about 10 cents 
of every tax dollar. 

Any controls program which limits prices 
without controlling wages is unworkable. 
and vice versa. Inequities in the present 
controls law which permit any group to profit 
at the expense of others must be remedied. 

Control of wages with prices and profits 
soaring is as unworkable as decontrolled 
wages with prices and profits under a ceiling. 

All groups must co-operate in a workable 
controls law which is fair to everyone. 
Where the present law fails to protect the 
wage earner, it must be strengthened, not 
destroved. 

Profits of U. S. Steel dropped to $28,000,- 
000 in the Sit quarter of this year, com- 
pared with a profit of almost $60,000,000 in 
the same period of 1950. 

We must hold the line on controls or else 
face the consequences of economic disaster.

Public Welfare 
And Inflation 


“T want you to write up the welfare people,” 


said the elderly 


man. 


He was very much upset 


over his failure to get the local welfare worker 
to obtain more help for him, and he had come to the newspapers 


as a “last’’ resort. 


“T saw in the paper where they were giving 


everybody else $30 a month, and I’m not getting but $24... .” 


The fine old fellow told how 
the new welfare laws had af- 
fected his monthly “pension.” 
He was getting $25 a month 
until the Legislature passed a 
law making children help their 
needy parents. He told the 
worker his two 
ready were contributing $5 a 
month each to. his support. 
That’s $10. So they whacked 
$10 from his “pension,” and 
made his assistance program 
$15 a month. Recently, the 
state increased the amount of 
assistance given those on the 
rolls. This man’s. assistance 
was raised to $24 a month. 

But the papers said “the 
others” were getting $30 a 
month under the new program. 
What the papers actually said 
was that the “average” month- 
ly assistance check was $30 a 
month, as compared with the 
previous $23 a month. The 
federal and state governments 
provide a maximum of $50 a 
month in financial assistance— 
not “pension.” 


“Some people who have 
absolutely nothing receive 
checks for $50 a month. Some 
who have a little income of 
their own and receive help 
elsewhere get as low as $1 a 
a month. But their assist- 
ance and other income plus 
their state-federal assitance 
checks total $50 a month. 


Trying to understand this for- 
mula, the old fellow admitted 
that a son provided him with 
a house and that this probably 
was deducted from his state- 
federal assistance. Then he said 
something that is cause for dis- 
cussion. From his own evi- 
dence, it seems this particular 
man probably is getting the 
maximum aid to which he is en- 
titled under the present law. 

“But I can't live on this 


children al-- 


amount of money,” he said, 
sadly. 

In these days of inflation, 
can one person live on cash and 
credits amounting to $50 a 
month? This is less than $12 a 


week, on an inflated market. 


A Georgia aged needy per- 
son is expected to “make out” 
on $18 a month for food, $20 
for rent, $8 for fuel for heat- 
ing and cooking, $3 for medi- 
cine, $4.75 for clothing, $1 for 
lights and about $1 for water. 
Actually, he would have to do 
on less than that—because those 
figures are all based on the 
maximum for each item and 
they total $56. He would have 
to be shaved down on some of 
the items to come within the 
$50 maximum allowed. 


State Welfare Director Alan 
Kemper and welfare workers 
say this is pretty low on a de- 
flated dolar. However, before 
he would ask the Legislature to 
increase: the monthly payments 
for the aged needy, Kemper says 
there is something else more 
important. The state is doing 
nothing for the totally disabled 
needy persons who are too old 
to be classified as “dependent 
children” and too young to re- 
ceive “old-age assistance.” They 
are between the ages of 18 
and 65. 


The next welfare legislation 
to be asked will be stepped-up 
aid for the blind. The federal 
government has decided to per- 
mit a blind person to earn a 
maximum of $50 a month with- 
out interfering with his $50 a 
month assistance check. Kem- 
per says he will ask the Legis- 
lature in January to put up suf- 
ficient state funds for Georgia 
to take advantage of this. This 
will be a minor cost, however, 
since the blind program is rela- 
tively small.

Democrats Move 


For Compromise 


W ASHINGTON—One of the most significant 
political developments in many months is the 
very conciliatory hands-across-the-Mason-and- 

Dixon- Line gesture to the South by Sen. Hubert Humphrey (Dem.., 
Minn.) in a letter to a score of Southern newspaper editors 
released over the week end, dealing in a frank and friendly man- 


ner with the controversial civil rights issue. 


His overtures, though 


carefully guarded, represent a most important step in current nego- 


‘tiations within the Democratic Party, revealed here a few days 


ago, seeking a compromise on civil rights in order to pull the teeth 
of the revised Dixiecrat movement and, if possible, unify the party. 


Senator Humphrey is a key 
figure in this dilemma. He has 
become—which he _ regrets—a 
symbol in the South because it 
was he who led the successful 
floor rebellion at the 1948 con- 
vention that upset majority rec- 
ommendations of the resolu- 
tions committee for a general- 
ized civil rights plank and, in- 
stead, substituted in the plat- 
form a down-the-line endorse- 
ment of President Truman's 
civil rights program, including 
FEPC. That inflamed Southern 
delegates and the South gener- 
ally and was the ultimate ex- 
cuse for—and the chief weapon 
of—the Dixiecrat independent 
party that wrested four states 
from Mr. Truman. 


Because of these circum- 
stances, it was Senator Hum- 
phrey, himself, who had to 
speak up to have any mean- 
ing in the South. He recog- 
nized that. That he spoke up, 
therefore, is of considerable 
weight. The most meaning- 
ful thing he said in his 3,000- 
word epistle to the Southern- 
ers was his invitation, in ef- 
fect, to sit down and coun- 
sel with one another—as the 
apostle would put it—thus: 


“I welcome the opportunity 
to work with men and women 
from all parts of America and 
from all groups for the attain- 
ment of these objectives,” the 
objectives previously specified 
by him as “equal opportunity 
for all; the full rights of citi- 
zenship for all; full and equal 
protection of the law for all.” 

He thus opened the door, at 
least, to a reconsideration of 
the means by which these ob- 
jectives might be attained. He 
did not withdraw from his own 
personal stand for the Presi- 
dent’s program. This he em- 
bodied some time ago in eight 
séparate bills, a procedure 
which makes it possible, it is 
worth noting here, for Con- 


gress to drop or modify any 
one—the FEPC, for instance. 
He did not mention the FEPC 
by name, nor try to defend its 
compulsory nature, which is 
what the South complains about 
chiefly. 

This helps to an understand- 
ing of the meaning of this por- 
tion of the senator’s letter: 

“T believe that the govern- 
ment has the responsibility te 
set standards or guide posts. It 
then becomes the responsibility 
for spiritual, civie and educa- 
tional institutions, as well as 
individual leaders, to create ob- 
servance and respect for these 
standards among the people. 
My program for civil rights 
places its main emphasis upon 
community activity, individual 
responsibility, education and 
moral values, supported by leg- 
islative standards. I do not be- 
lieve that such a program indi- 
cates ‘going too fast’ or ‘toe 
fas.” 

As for FEPC, Representative 
Hays’ program provides’ for 
goals and standards and for a 
commissien in the Labor de- 
partment, advisory only, which 
would work with state and local 
agencies to try to achieve by 
voluntary co-operation the goals 
of fair employment practices 
without discrimination. Brooks 
Hays has pursued intently some 
way to lift civil rights out of 
partisan and factional politics 
and, as a matter of fact, Senator 
Humphrey expressed a similar 
desire when he wrote the Seuth- 
ern editors,

Where Noah lived, there was 
no water; no place to lower the

But all the old tales differ in 
one great point from the Bible 
account.

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Danger of Water Waste 
Emphasized by Report 


Atlanta Residents Consume 
50-Gallon Average Per Day 


By BILL BORING 
Spot shortages of water were reported last summer from 


coast to coast. 


Subway riders in New York 
City saw city-sponsored posters 
that warned o] “danger” 
wasting water. 


A lawyer in Dallas, Texas, de- 


fended his grees lawn with a sign: 
“This water comes from my own 
private well.” 

Many residests in Metropolitan 
Atlanta watched their lawns and 
gardens dié and left their cars un- 
washed to conserve water during 
a severe drouth. | 

Does all of this mean we are 
running out of water? As a na- 
tion, the answer /s “no-’’ But the 
population and industrial growth 
of some regions js straining sup- 
plies not geared ) heavy demands. 
In view of this jituation, commu- 
nities throughowt the country are 
re-assessing ther water availabil- 
ity and potentid. 

A special r@ort on the water 
resources of the Atlanta metropol- 
itan area is mw available, M. T. 
Thompson, di¢rict engineer of the 
U. S. Geologiéal Survey here, an- 
nounced Monfay. This report, pre- 
pared by R.W. Carter and S. M. 
Herrick, bot} of the survey, gives 
a summary of all available in- 
formation of use and availability 
of water ix the area within 20 
miles of downtown Atlanta. 


TAKEN FOR GRANTED 


The need of such a survey is 
emphasized by the fact that At- 
lantans inthe past have taken the 
availability of water for granted. 
Even our industrialists, who need 
water in vast quantities to keep 
their plants running, aren’t too 
aware of the situation. For exam- 
ple, in a recent survey the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
discovered that 42 per cent of the 
city’s indusfialists didn’t know 
the potentialties for expansion of 
water use. 

The authars of the report, omit- 
ting most ofthe scientific language 
that makes water resources re- 
ports hard to undersiand, attempt 
to answer some of the questions 
people shaild know about their 
water suppy. 

For exanple, how much water 
does Atlan’a use? 

Water cemands for domestic 
purposes zverage about 50 gal- 
lons a day for each resident, the 
report reveals. Commercial estab- 
lishments tse a total of 16.000,000 
gallons of water a day. Georgia 
Power Conpany’s Plant Atkinson 
uses 430,0)0.000 gallons a day for 
cooling cmdensers, 


MILLIONS OF GALLONS 


The overall total use of water 
in the Atlanta metropolitan area 
amounts to 519,000,000 gallons of 
surface vater daily and 17,400,000 
gallons d@ ground water. Of 94,- 
000,000 gallons a day used for do- 
mestic, mmmercial and industrial 
use, 80 per cent returns to the 
Chattahoochee River. Thus, the 
present supply needed is 447,000,- 
000 gallons a day. 

Is this supply adequate? Will it 
care for future industrial growth? 
Has the rate of water interception 
increased? Is the water table fall- 
ing’? These are vital questions, 


each of which is answered in the x 


report. 
Regarding the 


that the city’s pumping rate in- 
creased 50 per cent from 1940 to 
1950. 

Regarding the stream flow of 
the Chattahoochee, the city’s chief 
source of water, the report states 
gauging stations on the river pro- 
vide continuous records since 1903 
of the stream flow that averages 
2,710 cubic feet per second. Gen- 
erally speaking the flow is neither 
better nor worse than it has been. 
The minimum flow was 154 cubic 
feet per second in August, 1925. 
This low figure, however, was 
partly due to two power dams that 
are no longer operating; so if a 
similar drouth occurred now, the 
minimum flow would be 230 cubic 
feet per second. 

Would that flow be sufficient? 
Regarding this, the report states: 

“The Atkinson Power Plant re- 
quires more water than is now 
available in drouth years and 
would operate less efficiently or 
be forced to greatly reduce its out- 
put should a drouth like that of 
1926 recur before the Buford Dam 
is finished.” 

The construction of the Buford 


Dam or some other dam to equal- ; 


ize the flow of the Chattahoochee 
is needed to assure the future 
growth and development of the 
area. When the Buford Dam is 
completed, it is anticipated there 
will be enough water in the river 
to supply the growing city, the 
power plant, and almost any type 
of industry that wishes to locate in 
the area. 

The river then will have a min- 
{mum flow of 400,000,000 gallons a 
day and daily fluctuations in flow 
will provide an additional 850.- 
000,000 gallons every day except 
Sunday and Monday. Only a small 
re-regulation dam would be nec- 
essary to smooth out the fluctua- 
tions and provide a minimum fiow 
of 1,050,000,000 gallons a day. 

The writers conclude that the 
improved low-flow characteristics 
of the river should attract many 
large industries to Atlanta. 

In a section on ground water. 
the report states that, contrary to 
popular belief, the water table 
does not become lower each suc- 
cessive year except in local areas 
of excessive pumping. Over a pe- 
riod of seven years the water ta- 
ble has risen and fallen within a 
range of 12 feet at East Point.

He) 
predicted the atomic engine, like 
the diesel engine, would be suc- 
cessful in the submarine and be 
installed in other naval vessels, 
completely revolutionizing the 
Navy. 

“The biggest overall conse- 
quence of the engine develop-| 
ment will be its use in big 
industrial plants—but that will 
not be in the United States,” 
says Wendt. 

“We have so much cheap coal, 
I don’t believe atomic energy can 
compete. 

“IT expect to see atomic power 
plants built first in South Amer-| 
ica, though I wouldn’t be sur-| 
prised if Russia were first. Russia 
has coal, but she has to haul it 
long distances,” he said. 

Of Russia’s atomic power, he 
said, “I’m very much of the 
opinion the Russians have a 
number of very good bombs and 
as powerful as ours. They are 
spending as much money as we 
are and we have no scientific 
secrets, 

“But I’m not afraid of an 
atomic war, because the Russians 
are not able to make the bombs 


In quantity. 


“This means they must use 
their bombs for special efforts, 
say on our. stockpile—if they 
could find it—and to prevent an 
invasion. Knowing this I can’t 
believe they’ll start an atomic 
war,” he reasoned. 

The scientist believes the big- 
gest atomic benefits of all will 
come from the use of new radio- 
active materials in research—the 
isotope program, 

“One of the biggest problems 
we have to solve is how the 
green leaf builds a plant out of 
sunshine, carbon dioxide and 
water. All life depends cn that 
reaction. 

“So much has been learned 
within the past two or three years, 
I expect the problem to be solved 
within the next two or three 
years,” he said.

A recommendation that Geor- 
gia’s welfare director be put *un- 
der the merit system and that “a 
committee of well-informed citi- 


zens continually evaluate the 
state’s welfare program to see 
that every welfare dollar goes 
where it is supposed to go” came 
here Monday from James A. 
Mackay, DeKalb county represent- 
ative. t 

Mackay told the Community 
Planning Council’s Family and 
Child Care Division: 

“Georgia has a $43 000,000 wel- 
fare program, | and we're putting 
people in the saddle in adminis- 
tration after administration who 
don’t know anything about wel- 
fare work!” | 

The DeKalb County represen- 
tative emphasized he was “not 
taking a dig at Alan Kemper,” 
current state welfare director.

Mackay ‘said he would not 
himself introduce such a bill “be- 
cause it might be regarded as 8 
personal piece of legislation.” 

After Mackay’s talk, division 
members passed a resolution call- 
ing on the Georgia Conference of 
Social Workers to establish a 
state-wide committee of “in- 
formed public citizens” to study 
the state welfare program. 

Mackay told division members 
Gov. Talmadge’s “official silence 
on the Loretto Chappell case” il- 
lustrated what he termed a cur- 
rent “bad breach between the ad- 
ministration and social] workers.” 

He referred to a recent inv esti- 
gation of Miss Loretto Chappell,” 
retired child welfare director 
whom Kemper had attempted to 
fire because of her alleged “lack 
of co-operation.” 


Mackay, an attorney, defended 


Miss Chappell at a hearing con- 


testing the attempted ouster. 

Informed of the council’s ac- 
tion, Kemper objected to placing 
his job under a Merit System, 
and suggested the “well-informed 
citizens watch Washington, in- 
stead of Atlanta, to see that the 
welfare dollar is properly spent.’ 
The federal government sets the 
policies, he declared; and_ the 
state has to comply if it shares 
the money.’

For Ideas on °53 Budget

Mayor Hartsfield Monday called all City department 


heads to a discussion of Plan 
10 a. m. next Monday as fiscal officers began a study of the 


1953 budget. 

Determined to make the Plan of 
Improvement function, the mayor’ 
asked every division chief to ap-| 
pear at the conference prepared 
to tell what plans he has made 
for activating the plan next Jan-' 
uary. 

Hartsfield’s call was issued as 
Councilman Ralph Huie, finance 
committee chairman, and Law- 
rence James and Earl Landers, 
comptroller and assistant comp- 
troller, respectively, began a series 
of conferences with department 
heads over 1953 budgetary re- 
quirements. The conferences prob- 
ably will last the entire week. 

Contrasted with budget prepara- 
tion in former years, finance offi- 
cials this year must do considera- 
ble guessing and estimating. The 
inclusion of the new area with its 
approximately 90,000 inhabitants’ 
will present new problems in fi- 
nancing. In former years the City 
was empowered to anticipate 99 
per cent of the former year’s rev- 
enues. Under a special act of the 
Georgia Legislature, the munici- 
pality has been authorized to an- 
ticipate for the 1952 budget all 
revenue it thinks will come from 
the 82 square miles added. 

Preliminary estimates place 
1953 anticipated collections at $26,- 
000,000 from all sources and are 
based on a tax digest carrying 
values listed at $576,000,000. 

Hartsfield said he has invited 
the Atlanta Budget Commission 
and City Attorney Jack Savage to 
attend the department heads’ con- 
ference and is anxious for a full 
attendance. 

The mayor also announced that 
a scheduled parade of new City 
equipment next January 7 through 
downtown Atlanta will be post- 
poned until sometime in May 
when more of the new equipment 
will have been received. He has 
proposed the parade to stimulate 
interest in an expanded Atlanta.
